Village  Improvement  Association. 

The  public  meeting  of  the  Village  Im-- 
provsment  Association  In  the  ayraDaaium 
on  W  ednesday  night,  was  of  A  very  in¬ 
teresting  character.  The  association  has 
apparently  received  an  infusion  of  life, 
and  vigor  that  bids  fair  to  render  It  a 
potent  factor  In  muncipal  affairs.  In  view 
of  tfes  fact  that  the  town  Is  on  the  verge 
of  becoming  an  Incorporated  town,  Mr. 
Me  Dowell  suggested  that  they  strike  out 
the  word  Village  from  the  title  of  the  as¬ 
sociation  and  that  it  be  hereafter  known 
as  the  Bloomfield  Improvement  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  suggestion  was  adopted. 

The  executive  committee  reported  the 
work  dons  at  thslr  meeting  which  was 
the  recommending  the  appointment  of*a 
committee  to  inspect  Gienwood  Park  and 
its  surroundings.  This  Inspection  will 
not  be  with  a  view  to  purchasing,  but 
simply  to  obtain  lmformaUon  regarding 
the  place.  Tbs  committee  consists  of 
Messrs.  Johh  Sherman,  Thomas  Oakes, 
Horace  Dodd.  Rev.  J.  M.  Nardiello,  and 
Rif  Laid  Stout. 

Mr.  McDowell,  chairman  of  the  com-' 
mittee  on  public  meetings,  reported  that 
the  use  or  the  gymnasium  could  be  se¬ 
cured  for  $5  per  night.  Mr.  Hopping 
read  the  report  of  the  special  Committee 
appointed  to  Investigate  the  subject  of 
electric  lighting. — As  follows : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
duestion  of  electric  lighting,  would  report 
as  follows  :  . 

^  The  first  question  to  be  Whsidered  in  a 
matter  of  this  kind  is  the  cost.  After  as 
careful  investigation  as  our  time  has  per¬ 
mitted,  we  find  that  a  plant  which  will  light 
the  afreets  far  better  than  they  are  at  pres¬ 
ent  lighted,  for  a  louger  period  each  night, 
-and  with  more  lamps,  will  cost  very  little 
more  than  is  at  present  appropriated  for  gas, 
and  we  believe  that  the  first  cost  of  the 
plant  and  Os  maintenance  could  be  material¬ 
ly  nsliiml  iu  rase  the-  town  should  deeide  to 
adopt  this  method  of  lighting.  Iu  fact  we 
have  rear-on  to  believe  that  private  |«rties 
are  prepared  to  flight  the  town  and  furnish 
light,  to  private  consumers  for  the  Bum  now 
l -aid  by  the  town,  in  addition  to  an  amount 
10  per  cent  leas  than  the  prest-ut  gaa  bils  of 
consumers  amount  to.  We  estimate  plant, 
including  lot,  building,  2  dynamos,  2  en¬ 
gines,  G5  horse  power,  and  2  boilers,  each 
with  a  reserve  of  20  horse  power,  and  20 
miles  of  wire,  with  necessary  poles  and  con¬ 
nections  to  operate  400  lamps  of  30  candle- 
power  each,  at  $  15, 000.  The  cost  of  main¬ 
tenance  per  year  *0,517  50.  To  supply  say 
200  consumers,  using  on  an  average  1*0 
lamps  of  10  caudle  power,  would  require  an 
additional  plant  of,  aay,  $20,000,  the  addi¬ 
tional  cost  of  maintenance.  $3,140  50 

If  200  consumers,  or  their  ^equivalent  in 
private  consumers  and  factories  uofild  be 
induced  to  use  the  electric  light,  the  income 
fr  un  them,  at  the  very  moderate  estimate  of 
$4.00  per  light  per  year  would  give  an  in¬ 
come  of  $8,000  for  2.000  lights,  leaving  only 
$4,218  for  the  town  to  pay  for  public  light¬ 
ing.  The  difference  in  coat  may  be  appre¬ 
ciated  when  Wc  say  that  ’gas  burning  the 
same  ^number  of  hours  with  the  ordinary 
burners  would  cost  at  the  present  price  of 
$2.50  per  M.  over  $25,01*0.  or  more  thau 
three  times  as  'much,  and  the  light  would 
not  then  be  as  bright. 

The  advantages  of  electric  light  over  ,gas 
light  need  only  be  mentioned  to  be  appre¬ 
ciated. 

First,  It  is  cheaper,  as  we  have  shown. 

Second,  Gas  is  injurious  to  health,  both 
on  account  of  the  consumption  of  oxygen, 
and  ajso  on  account  of  the  deleterious  pro- 
products  of  its  combustion.  The  a-iuie  ob¬ 
jections  apply  to  oil.  , 

Third,  The  electric  light  is  more  cleanly, 
whereas  gas  smokes  the  ceiling  and  wall*, 
necessitating  kalsominiug  or  painting,  a  by 
no  means  inconsiderable  expense 

Fifth,  Tha  liability  to  fire -arising  from 
electric  light  is  less  than  frt>m  gas  or  oil.  aud 
insurance  can  in  many  instances  be  placed 
lower  on  tuat  account. 

It  has  been  urged  that  rteofric  lighting 
endanger*  life.  We  are-  satisfied  that  a  con¬ 
tinuous  current  of  a  voltage  sufficient  to 
light  such  a  plant  ar  we  have  estimated  upon 
As  perfectly  safe.  As  regards  the  question 
Vli«  ther  the  town  should  own  and  operate 
fhe  plant,  or  should  make  a  contmet  wun 
pnv»i«  parties,  your  Committee  prefer  to 
leave  that  question  to  be  discussed  by  the 
Association. 

The  main  discussion  of  the  evening  1 
was  on  this  subject  of  electric  lights.  Mr. 
Geo.  W.  Hopping,  the  chairman  of  this  ; 
committee,  presented  an  elaborate  report 
furnishing  minute  details  of  cost  and 
maintenance  of  plant,  together  with  ex¬ 
tent  and  character  furnished.  The  merits 
of  arc  aud  iucandascent  lights  was  then 
dUeusaed  resulting  iu  a  preference  being  , 
fiiani  es-ted  for  the  latter  Rev.  H.  W 
B-dlantine  said  that  he  would  like  to  see 
bn  andnecent  electric  lights  introduced  in¬ 
to  the  Churches  of  the  town  The  heat 
gcu-ratad  by  gas  and  Its  vitiating  proper¬ 
ties  rendered  it  objectionable  for  illumin¬ 
ating  places  whore  any  large  number  of 
people  gathered.  Mr  G;  Ther  on  M»-re 
described  how  beautifully  Portland.  Me  . 
wasJMumlnated  with  Incandescent  hmpe. 
It  was  asserted  that  this  town  could  be 
lighted  with  incadeecerit  lamps  of  30  can¬ 
dle  power  at  the  same  amount  of  money 
that  was  now  expended  for  gas.  It  was 
stated  that  privates  lights  could  be  fur¬ 
nished  for  four  dollars  per  year.  The  arc 
lighta  In  use  iu  Orange  and  West  Orange 
Oust  one  hundred  dollars  par  year  A 
in->UoQ  that  the  Town  Committee  be  re¬ 
quested  to  light  the  town  with  incandes¬ 
cent  electric  lights  was  earned  and  the 
request  will  be  presented  at  the  next 
i  -cetlng  of  the  committee. 

Incorporation  was  recommend sd  ass 
subject  for  discussion  at  the  August 


meeting.  Members  of  the  Association 
were  urged  to  do  all  in  thslr  power  and 
use  their  influence  with  ott  ere  towards 
Increasing  the  business  of  the  Post 
Office  in  order  to  bring  it  up  to  e  sum 
that  will  secure  free  postal  delivery.  $10. 
0(0  per  annum  la  the  requisite  amount. 

The  annual  business  at  present  amounts 
to  nearly  $8,000.  in  reply  to  a  query  as 
to  how  the  business  could  be  Increased. 
It  was  said  that  the  principal  source  of 
revenue  was  the  sals  of  sum pe  If  eveiy 
business  man  wether  his  bqjinee®  be  In 
town  or  not  would  purchase  bis  supply  of 
sUmps,  stamped  envelopes,  and  postal 
cards  at  the  home  office  it  would  soon 
augment  the  business  of  the  office  to  the 
desired  figure.  This  method  had  been 
successfully  pursured  In  Montclair.  Mr. 
Mo  Dowell  In  comparing  the  Montciair 
Poet  Office  with  its  business  of  $13  <00 
per  annum  and  Bloomfield  with  iU  $8,000 
said  that  there  ought  to  be  an  inquiry  Into 
the  reason  for  such  a  difference  in  the 
amount  of  poeta.  business  between  the- 
two  towns  in  othef  respects  so  nearly 
equal.  Mr.  George  W.  Hopping  said 
that  irregularatlee  existed  in  tbs  postal 
service  of  the  town.  He  had  often  exper¬ 
ienced  a  delay  of  three  or  four  days  in  re¬ 
ceiving  letters  sent  from  a  comparatively 
short  disUace.  He  did  not  mean  to  re 
fleet  on  the  Postmaster  at  all,  he  was  sim¬ 
ply  speaking  in  a  general  way.  Mr.  Hop¬ 
ping  suggested  tne  moving  of  the  Post 
Office  to  Gienwood  Avenue  ,  where  it 
would  be  convenient  for  business  men 
fcoing  to  the  traina. 

The  sanitary  committee  called  atten¬ 
tion^  a  nusiance  maintained  by  the  D.L. 

A  W.  R.  R.  adjoining  the  gymnasium 
building.  »;.f 

Mr  Iiardca8tle  offered  a  motion  that 
this  association  receommend  to  the  town 
committee  the  erection  of  a  lock-up  iu  the 
town.  Mr.  Hardcastls  said  that  under 
the  present  method  of  dealing  with  pri¬ 
soners,  two  ot  three  members  of  the 
small  police  force  were  required  to  be  ab¬ 
sent  several  hours  In  conveying  prisoners 
to  the  Newark  jail.  This  generally  occur- 
ed  just  at  a  time  when  the  police  were 
most  ueeded  in  the  town.  He  believed 
that  if  the  town  had  contained  such  an 
institution  the  disgraceful  affair  of  last 
Sunday  would  in  all  probability  not  have 
happened.  Mr.  M.  A  Dailey  considered 
Mr.  Hardcostle'.s  suggestion  a  good  one. 
Hb  said  the  cost  of  transmitting  prisoners 
to  Newark  if  saved  \6  the  town  would 
maintain  the  JJj  ail. —  Mr.  Hardcastle's 
suggestion  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  The  committee  on  Sunday  obser¬ 
vance  were  unable  to  report.  The  ab¬ 
sence  of  a  report  from  this  committee 
was  a  source  of  disappointment  to  many. 
Mr.  J.  W.  Arrowsmith  pronqunoed  t hi-. 
the  most  important  question  now  hef«  re 
the  people  of  Bloomfield.  He  said  that 
in  Watsessing  where  he  lived  the  better 
class  of  people  were  getting  tired  of  this 
open  violation  of  the  Sabbath,  by  saloon¬ 
keepers,  Sunday  Rather*,  and  a  real 
many  of  the  passengers  who  pa/rorrize 
the  Sunday  horse  cars.  They  were  ai>out 
foi  miug  a  Law  and  Order  League  the  e 
which  intended  to  take  the  matter  in 
hand.  Mr.  Hopping,  in  referring  to  the 
affair  of  last  Sunday,  said  that  from  rell- 
abbyiccourita  furnished  him  he  t  oitgl-t 
the  clubbing  done  was  an  necessary.  He 
said  that  the  prisoners  stated  that  itiev 
had  both  been  in  the  saloon.  In  front  of 
which  they  were  arrested,  at  a  previous 
hour  of  the  day.  He  said  that  officers 

who  wer«  so  r*-ailj  to  respond  to  the  call 
of  a  saloon-keeper  should  also  have  taken 

steps  |to  have  the  saloon  cl  sed.  He  be¬ 
lieved  that  men  who  tempted  others  to 
violate  the  peace  should  be  dealt  with  as 
th®  violators  of  it.  He  did  not'know  the 
officer  who  did  the  clubbing  but  he  under¬ 
stood  it  was  the  same  one  who  put  the 
handcuffs  on  a  small  boy  fot  playing  base 
ball  ou  Sunday. 

The  question  of  incorporation  was  Inci¬ 
dentally  discussed.  Mr.  Me  Dowell  stat¬ 
ed  that  In  view  of  the  fact  it  was  to  l>e 
the  subject  of  discussion  at  the  next  pub¬ 
lic  meeting  it  was  the  duty  of  the  com-i 
mittee  to  ditluse  all  tha  linformation  pos¬ 
sible  on  thO  subject  of  discussion.  He 
would  recommend  procuring  of  500  copies 
of  tht  synopsis  of  the  law  published  by 
The  Citizen  previous  to  the  elec  ion. 
Mr.  McDow©  1  said  that  theie  was  a  great 
change  of  sentimate  In  the  town  tu  regard 
to  this  matter,  he  had  come  in  coutact 
with  at  least  fifty  voters  who  had  oppos- 
edjit  last  year  and  now  regretted  it.  They 
were  anxious  for  a  repilioa  of  the  election. 

The  elm  battle  came  in  for  a  small 
share  of  attention  and  a  novel  plan  was 
proposed  for  the  extermination  of  this 
pest.  It  was  explained  how  easy  it  was 
capture  the  larvae  of  the  insect  on  the 
trunks  of  the  trees.  This  could  be  done 
by  bojs  if  the  association  saw  fit  to  offer 
a  slight  remuneration  for  the  work.  All 
the  small  boys  would  soon  be  at  it  and 
tke  pest  would  rapidly  disappear.

Tlie  HoiNeless  in  France. 

No  sucM  institution  as  our  English 
workhousJ  exists  in  France,  the  only 
shelter  oftkred  those  unfortunate  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  human  family  who  find 
themselvewouselcss  and  penniless  being 
the  night  Asylums,  which,  though  ad¬ 
mirable  institutions  in  their  way,  are 
kept  up  by  private  charity,  and  can  re- 

cfcive  but  evi-ry  limited  number  of  the 
applk-atitae  who  crowd  round  the  doers 

lioth  winter  and  summer.  That  the 
absence  of  workhouses  iu  France  does 
not,  iiowe*cr.  imply  much  greater  pms- 
perity  ori  thrift  than  in  England  is 
proved  hv  a  statement  recently  made  in 
the  chamber  of  deputies  by  the  member 
for  IndrAt-Lnire.*  who  informed  the 
minister  of  the.interior  that  in  one  coba- 
mune  of  l|is  department  reckoning  6,600 
mhaliitanl®.  no  fewer  than  1 ,400  vugraate 
had  beenptnown  to  present  thetnseivi 
for  ahus  in  a  single  day.  Tins 
was  adduced  as  an  example  of 
increase  in  the  number  of  vagabonds, 
due,  prenuably,  as  M.  Constant  qb- 
k^rved.  tq  tiie  hard  times  exjwrienctd 
by  many  of  the  working  classes  during 
the  past  few  years.  It  inay  lie  added 
that  to  pi*  down  vagabondage  in  Franpe 
is  not  easy,  offenders  of  this  class  only 
being  liable  to  prosecution  in  the  eveht 
of  their  having  neither  domicile,  rior 
profession  nor  recognized  trade — thriee 
condition!  tliat  are  rarely  met  with  to¬ 
gether.— london  Standard.

A  friend  of  mine  in  Bengal,  iu  the  mil- 
itary  Bervice.  who  was  a  bachelor,  one 
da v  invited  *  frien*l  to  dinner  w  it  h  Uitu. 
The  cook  house  was.  as  must  cook  houses 
are  in  India,  alniut  fifty  yards  from  the 
bouse.  Tlie  frren*!  arrivtsl  and  tljey 
talked.  Dinner  time  came,  but  no  re¬ 
quest  to  Pome  to  dinner.  Half  an  hour 
paired  rind  my  friend  said:  •*\Nell.  I 
wonder  wlial’a  the  matter  with  the 
beastly  cook.  He's  quite  late."  They 
talked  on  until  an  hour  had  passed.  Then, 
my  frien  1  said:  “Well,  we'll  just  go  put 
and  see."  And  wlrat  do  you  think  they 
saw?  \Uhy,  aUnu  the  .door,  with  Jhis 
head  swinging  from  ri*le  to  side  through 
the  transom  and  seesawing  lack  and 
forth,  w  as  a  gigantic  cobra.  Tlie  c.x»ks 
inside  were  very  much  afraid  and  would 
not  venture  out,  of  course.  Tlie  gu«fet® 
raised  a  shotgun  and  killed  tin*  poisonous 
cobra,  though  it  was  hard  on  tlie  lioiise. 
They  thought  themselves  lucky,  though, 
as  may  he  supposed. 

Nobody  ever  recover®  from  a  bite  of 
the  kaireit,  and  it  is  rare  that  any IkkIv 
ever  gets  over  the  bite  of  tlie  cobra.  1 
never  knew  of  hut  one  case.  A  doctor  in 
the  army  there  had  one  that  he  had  half 
tamed  as  a  monstrous  curiosity.  He  w  as 
exhibiting  it  one  day  to  some  friend*, 
when  it  bit  him  on  the  finger.  He  Ava* 
an  expert  and  his  remedies  were  right  at 
hand.  He  instantly  applied  them  and 
got  over  it.  but  if  he  had  had  to  walk  up 
stairs  even  he  would  have  lieen  a  dead 
man.  ^lind  you,  he  was  a  doctor. 

One  of  my  editorial  associates  on  The 
Pioneer,  who  Udonged-  to  the  Natural¬ 
ists’  club  in  AllahaiKid.  one  day  brought 
in  a  kaireit  in  a  Isittle  and  was  exhibit¬ 
ing  it  to  the  memlten*.  “It  ia  dead," 
said  he,  and  he  thought  it  was,  for  it 
was  all  broken  to  pieces.  All  at  once 
the  head  began  to  wriggle  and  bounce 
around.  It  could  bite  then  just  as  good 
as  it  could  before.  You  may  guess  there 
was  a  scampering.  That  is  a  |M*euliairit\ 
of  these  snakes.  When  you  think  they 
are  dead  they  are  not.  That  is  another 
reason  why  they  are  so  much  drend«*l. 

The  cobra  of  which  I  have  spokeij  is. 
aa  you?  tnay  have  read,  famous  for  it* 
ability  ^o  charm  whatever  it  cornea  in 
contact  with,  but  I  never  dreamed  of 
the  power  of  the  cobra  until  I  we*j|t  t<> 
India.  It  raise*  itself  aliout  one-third 
of  its  length  from  the  ground,  ami.  dis¬ 
tending  its  great  Inxsi.  waves  itself  hack 
and  forth.  Its  IkhhI  when  open  looks  as 
if  the  snake  was  cut  lengthwise  in  the 
breast,  a  little  like  an  o|*-n  coat.  A  side 
vipw  of  it  gives  a  mottled  appearance  of 
the  shape  of  an  inverted  pair  of  s|i«>

There  is  also  a  pretty  celt-  Lglvs-  It  waves  itself  backward  and  f..r 
jo'-  Sward,  breathing  and.l»lowing  in  a  inys- 
terious  way,  and  the  sight  is  so  awful 
you  can’t  take  your  eyes  off  it.  Its  little 
eyes  gleam  like  two  balls  of  tire!  aud 
when  it  strikes  there  is  nothing  hut  a 
blur,  it  goes  so  fast. 

The  cobra  in  India  is  the  serpent  of  ro¬ 
mance.  Despite  the  fact  that  it  is  (lead- 
ly,  the  natives  hesitate  to  kill  it.  ’There 
are  few  places  where  this  snake  will  nat¬ 
urally  live  that  haven’t  got  cobras,  the 
natives  are  oo  superstitious  aliptit  them. 
They  vary  in  length  from  four  to  (eight 
feet.  The  king  cobra,  no  called,  is  noth¬ 
ing  but  a  big  cobra.  Tiie  famous  snake 
charmers  of  India,  of  whem  1  hnv«)  wen 
many,  exercise  a  curious  art  with  them. 
They  are  able  to  put  them  to  sleep  with 
the  weird  music  of  their  bagpipes.  Tlie 
cobra,  when  aliout  to  spring,  looks  like 
the  devil  incarnate. 

A  strange  thing  in  India  is  that  every¬ 
thing  in  the  wa  v  of  a  serpent,  a  scoijpton. 
tarantula  or  wild  animal  is  the  color  of 
the  background.  It  matches  the  soil 
where  it  is  found.  You  see  a  royal  Ben¬ 
gal  tiger  in  America  or  England  and  you 

can  tell  it  right  otf.  but  you  see  it  tli.-re 

anti  someway  its  strijK-s  do  not  stand  out 
anJ  it  springs  u(>on  you  unawares. 

Tlie  snakes  of  India  are  in  Bengal  and 
down  south  in  Madras.  These  are  the 
home  tif  the  snakes.  Northwest  India  is 
not  very  snakev.  In  some  places  there 
iare  so  many  snakes  that  (t  is  simply  a 
hell  on  earth.  There  are  many  other 
snakes  than  the  kinds  I  have  told  you  of, 
aud  many  of  them  are  |joiM>noi|g,  but 
these  are  the  worst.  There  arc  al^i  cen¬ 
tipedes  five  inches  long,  and  poixnnou® 
lizards  that  drop  their  tails  off  and  go 
right  on,  thinking  thus  to  delpde  you. 
when  you  have  seen  them  first  and  got 
tho  drop  on  them.— San  Francisco  Ex¬ 
aminer.
